Editor* Evkmno Pokt: Tiiere appears 
to Of m diapr«iiion on the par" of soitif afl 
the public prrss to mitigate the offence* unci 
rai«ana of M«*j. Henry Wartz, late the re- 
sponsible keeper of the stockade at Ander- 
yfllfc <ia., and to throw upon others the 
responsibilities that justly aitaoh to those 
alone who were iu immediate command ol 
that prison. lieing personally a -quainted 
with most of the others who were statiotied 
at Andii-bonville, and kuowiug much of the 
treatment of those who were no unfortu- 
nate a6 to have been confined in the pen o! 
horror, I have thought that a condensed 
.statement of how things were managed 
and prisoners of war were treated there 
might not tie entirely uoaccej taLle to your 
readers. 

I wish to be understood as not desirous 
to fore-tall the action or opinion ol the Mr 
mission whifb is about to investigate this 
matter, or to add auything to the feeling 
entertained toward "Major Wertz. It is 
enough f -r him to rest, now and forever, 
under an obloquy thai no time and no re- 
pentance can obliterate; to feel within him- 
self the unenviable pangs whiuh the recol- 
lection of his powerless murdered victims 
will ever arouse, and to know that what- 
ever may la? the award of a humau tribu- 
nal, his punishment is already deereed. 

The prison of Anderaouville is a stockade 
about eighteen feet high, i he i.<>m> compris- 
ing it beiug sunk in the ground, five bit; it 
originally comprised an area of eighteen 
acres, but was subsequently enlarged to 
t went y -seven acres. The iuclosure is upon 
the side of a bill, looking toward the south, 
at the foot of which is a small brook about 
live feet wide and as many inches deep, 
which furnished the water for t he use of the 
prisoners. Within this inciosure were 
turned the prisoners as they arrived, and 
lett to provide tor themselves, there being 
no shelters, or arbors, or any kind of pro- 
tection aitonhiU by trues or otherwise 
against the burning rays of the Southern 
sun, the furious storms, or the freezing wiu- 
ters. 

The position was selected by Capt. Win- 
der, a son of Gen. John H. "Winder, who 
wa» sent from Kicbmoud for that purpose 
in the latter part of When it was sug- 

gested to him by a disinterested but hu- 
mane spectator of bis operations that it 
would perhaps be better to leave the trees 
standing within the proposed stockade, as 
they would atiord shade to the prisoners, 
he replied: "That wasjusl what he was not 
going to do; he was going to make a pen for 
the Yankees, where they couid rot fas- 
tar than they could be sent there. 

And admirably did be aocoo 
mission. 

The first commaudant of the post wa 
Col. Persons, who was soou succeeded by 
John H. Winder, with his son as Adjutant, 
his nephew as Commissary and sutler, aud 
Henry Wertz in immediate command o! 
4be prisoners. There were generally sta- 
tioned there for guard duty from three to 
six regiments of infantry, with one compa- 
ny of artillery, having a battery of six 
pieoe*, according to the exigencies of the 
case, the number of prisoners then confin- 
ed, or the fears entertaiued of an attempt 
to set them at liberty by raiding parties of 
United Slates troops. 

When prisoners were first received it was 
usual to sut ject them to a search for money, 
valua ble s, etc , which ostensibly were to be 
restored when they were released from cap- 
tivity, but which in reality went into the 
pockets of those who controlled the prison. 
Notwithstanding a law of the €> ufederacy 
expressly prohibited the dealing in "green- 
backs," yet the initiated, a few whose "loy- 
alty" was unquestioned, could always oo- 
tain for a consideration the greenbacks 
they required. 

The writer of this was the foieman of the 
last grand jury which was e npanneled for 
Sumner County, ti a , aud iu tne perform- 
ance of his duties Ua bad to investigate a 
large number of presentments for dealing 
in the forbidden currency, which was 
brought against pooi Union men in everv 
instance. Struck by this fact, he resolved 
to examine, as his position gave him a right 
to do, into all the circumstances; where the 
money originally came from, who didtje 
seiling of it, indeed the whole •sodas ope- 
randi and he elided the. tact ab »ve stated, 
bow the money *« obtained, thai the Win- 
gs and Wertz were the prm ipaia, acting 
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of plums, in the way of- premiums, <!tc. 
Meanwhile the prisoners were left to the 
tender mercies of their jailor and commis- 
sary for their foo l, which might have been 
improved in quantit y at least, if their money 
had been left in their own possession. 

At first it was customary to send a wagon 
info the stockade every morning at 10 
o'clock, loaded with the rations of the day — 
bttuon and corn bread, nothing else; but as 
the number of prisoners increased and the 
greed of gain grew upon the trio above 
m ntioned, the corn bread was reduced in 
its quality, lieing then manufactured of 
equal pro|xirtions of ground field peas and 
com, unlolted, unsifted, uncleansed, 
indeed, from the dirt aud trash 
which peas naturally accumulate; and at 
last, wnen the nuuiberofprisonersincreased 
u> over 37,000, the meat rations per week 
were reduced to a piece of bacon, for each 
man, about three inches long and two wide, 
with one j ,■,!,> of the bread above describe I, 
per day. i'hen, also, the custom ol carry iug 
the prisoners' food in the stockade in wagons 
was abolished. They drove up to the gates, 
which were slightly opened, and the scanty 
food, foul and unhealthy as it was, was 
thrown inside by the guard, to be scrambled 
for by the wretched prisoners, the strongest 
snd those nearest the gate getting the 
largest share, the weak and sickly getting 
none. 

1 have mentioned the broak which runs 
through the lower part of the stockade, and 
which supplied the water for drinking hud 
waahing. This brook has its rise in a swamp 
not far from the prison, and at no time, cer- 
tainly not for a lengthened period, was the 
water suitable or healthv; but when the 
fa-ces and filth, the drainage of the whale 
campof prisoners, came to be suoeradded 
to the natural unfitness of the water for 
driukiug or cleansing purposes, my read- 
ers can judge what thirst was assuaged, or 
fever cooled, or throbbing temples washed, 
by this floating stream of filth and disease ! 
At any time, under the most rigid hygienic 
rsaf t i. lions, it is difficult to maintain health 
and cleanliness umciiga large body of men — 
what do you think was the conditiou of 37,000 
half-naked, half-starved men men, without 
any police regulations, under no moral or re- 
straining influences? If the remnant who 
were finally allowed to pass out of this mil- 
itary Golgotha were not wild beasts, un- 
washed, befouled devils, no thanks are to 
l>e given to Henry Wertz for lack of effort 
to produce such a consummation. 

When it rained, as it does in that climate 
almost continually during the spring aud 
Fall months, the soil within the inclosure 
was one mass of loblolly, soft mud, at least 
fifteen inches in depth, through which 
stalked and staggered the gaunt, half-clad 
w retches thus confined. The stench from 
the prison could be perceived for two miles, 
and farmers living in the neighborhood be- 
gan to fear for the health of their families. 

As a consequence ot this, the hospitals— 
hicetiotis was Wertz in his horrible human- 
ity—were crowded to repletion with the 
emaciated, starved aud diseased men who 
were truudled into them. 

The hospitals were constructed of legs, 
unuewed, the interstices unfilled and open, 
admitting the rain, without floors, cots, 
bunks or blankets, filthy aud fetid with the 
festering, putrid bodies of the sick, the dy- 
ing and the dead. Words fail, language is 
impotent to describe one of these dens of 
disease and death, i once mustered tin* 
courage, impelled by the earnest em reg- 
ies of a Northern friend, to enter one 
of thern, to visit one who Was ten- 
derly reared, and walked iu the best 
ranks of Connecticut society. 1 believed 1 
had seen before fhis what"l deemed to be 
humau wretchedness in its worst forms. I 
thought that I could nerve myself to wit- 
ness mortal agony and wretchedness and 
destitution, as 1 had heard it described, 
without blauchiug or trembling. But if 
the condensed horrors of a hundred "black 
holes" had lieen brought before my mind 
to prepare me for the ordeal, thev would 
have failed to realiz- the fads ns I saw them 
face to face. 

1 cannot, in a daily paper read by inno- 
cence and virtue, detail what met my sight 
on the occasion I refer to. I will hot pol- 
lute any page, save the records of the courts 
that musi try the culprit lor the crime of 
torture, by disease and tilth, with the de- 
tails of that caravansary of horrible, inten- 
tional slaughter. For Year that some niav 
thiuk I have exaggerated, an episode here 
will, perhaps, dispel such illusion. 

Convicted by the horrible fact that was a 
■toads iu his nostrils, tien. Winder, then 
Commissary General of Prisons, but hav- 
ing his headquarter^ at Andersonvil e, was 
forced by decency, not humanity, for this 
he himself asserted, to ask the aid of the Pre- 
siding Elder of the Methodist Church of that 
circuit to adopt some means to alleviate the 
miseries and soothe the wretchedness of 
tiie poor inmates of that Audersouville 
hospital. This gentleman invoked the co- 
operation or the women of Sumter couuty, 
who resjf mded with clothing and necessa- 
ries only, for these alone are allowed, to the 
amount of four wagon loads. Upon the 
day appointed, four ladies, accompanied bv 
their husbands, went to the prison and 
sought frnui the Prov«>st Marshal a pass, to 
take the benefactions to the sick prisoners 
It was refused with a curse! The pHrtv 
proceeded to Winder's headquarters, where 
Henry Wertz. was in coui]»any with the 
lk«nL The demand for a pass was re- 
peated. Understand, the ladies were pres- 
ent, and tne reasons given why the party 
were there, in accordance with Winder's 
special request. To their astonishment, 
they were met with this reply : "G— d d— n 
you, have you all turned Yankees here?" 

"No, General,'" responded the spokesman 
of the party, "I am not, as you know, nor 
are anv here present; we have come, as you 
requested us, through Itev. Mr. 1)., to bring 
necessary articles for the Federal hospital, 
and aak for a pass tor the purpose of deliv- 
ering them." * 

"It's a d n lie! I never gave permis- 
sion for anything of the kind ! Be off with 
you, all of you ! " 

As if this fearless display of martial valor 
and gentlemanly bearing was not suffi- 
cient, Henry Wertz essayed to aud did 
eclipse his General iu profanity and inde- 
cency — and I here assert that if the lowest 
sinks of the most abandoned parts of our 
city were gleaned, thev could not surpass 
the ribald vulgarity and finished profanity 
of this jailor, exhibited in the presence of 
refined and "loyal" ladies. 

Shocked, terrified, beaten to tiie verv 
dust with mortification, the party retired", 
and, foiled iu their efforts to succor thesicK 
or alleviate the tortures of the dying Union 
soldier, they gave their loads of clothing 
and food to a passing column of Federal 
prisoners on their way to another place- 
Milieu. They at least had the satisfaction 
of knowing that some were benefitted, even 
if they had failed in their efforts for those 
who most needed their assistance. 

During last w inter— which was unusually 
cold lor Georgia, when the ice made an inch 
thick — uo shcit. r. no blankets or clothes, no 
wood was provided for the wretched in- 
mates of that prison. Squads— to the num- 
ber of thirty— were permitted to go out un- 
der guard daily, for oue hour, without axes 
or any cutting twol, to gather the refuse and 
rotten wood in the forests; aud if they out- 
staid their time, they were tried by drum- 
head court martial, charged without violat- 
ing their parole, and if loung guilty, were 
bung! 1 myself saw three bodies hanging 
who were thus executed. Poor fellows, 1 
thought, God has taken pity upon you and 
given you deliverance from your cruel jail- 
or. Wbeu you and be meet, at another 
judguient seat, woe to him if his authority 
be found insufficient for this taking of your 
lives, wretctMd though they be. x4-^o 

"My hou«e was the resort, or, I should 
say, refuge, of moat of the prisoners who 
made their esoape from the stockade, and 
the tales of starvation and distre.-s which 
they told would have melted an iron heart. 
I must close my hurried account of what I 
bad seen. It is far from full; not one h ill 
has been told; by far the most has been 
kept back from very shame*, and in respect 
to your readers. 1 have not embellished. 
The pictures were too rough, the characters

mancer's pen, but the horrible reality, so 
seldom seen, burns iu images upon the be- 
holder's soul, that no other impressiouscan 
efface, and they remain life-pictures in- 
deed, g. 

LKTTEB FROM THE COUNSEL OF CAPTAIN 
VVKHTZ. 

\V AsitiNnTOX, Wednesday, Aug. 2, 1865.— 
To the Editors of the Evening Post: We 
have seen in your paper an article in 
relation to the approaching trial of 
Captain Wertz, which, we think, in con- 
nection with others of a like nature, re- 
quires noticeat our hands. Your article pro- 
fesses to be based upou some newspaper de- 
fence of him. 

We appeal to the newspaper press not to 
bring its powerful influence to bear to preju- 
dice the public mind against Capt. Wertz. 
No statement to the public on his behalf has 
had either his sanction or that of his counsel, 
except this, and this is intended simply to 
deprecate all attempts to mould public opin- 
ion in advance of the proofs which the trial 
will develop. 

We confidently assert that those proofs 
wnl exonerate Capt. Wertz from all re- 
sponsibility for atrocities that may have 
been |>erpetrated uoon Union prisoners- 
atrocities which we "neither expect to ex- 
tenuate or justify. We protest against trying 
the .Southern Confederacy in the person of 
Capt. Wertz, and we ask" for him a suspen- 
sion of public judgment until the proper evi- 
dence upou which to form it is furnished iu 
a reliable shape.

The Jackson Mississtppian of the 18th, 
states that a man named Dacus, a cotton 
buyer from New Orleans, was lutely robbed 
and foullv murdered in the Tailehatchie 
swamp, Mississippi. And it is added : He 
has a wife aud threj children residing near 
Atlanta. 

At Boston, the ultra refined classes wear 
neither beards nor moustaches; but culti- 
vate side whiskers or the mutton-chop pat- 
tern, in order to make theui look more like 
Euglishnien. The attempt, however, as a 
rule, is vain. So says Sala, in Temple Bar. 
iu an article on Broadway, New York. 

A complimentary dinner was given to 
Major General Terrj' on Wednesday at 
Richmond, by the committee of Hartford 
citizens, who came to Richmond to present 
a sword to General Hawley. The dinner 
came off at the Spottswood Hofef, and was 
attended by a brilliant party of distinguish- 
ed officers. The band oPthe 2d brigade was 
present in the evening, and serenaded the 
party at the hotel.

sixteen miles back into the country — the 
wealthiest landowner iu the province— died 
on Friday night. Judge Morin, who died 
on Friday, held formerly the post of Pre- 
mier for Lower Canada, and was Judge ol 
the Superior Court. He was regarded as 
the ablest jurist of the country. The death 
of Sir E. P. Tache, the present Premier, is 
expected hourly. He will be succeeded by 
Cartier. 

In Richmond, on Saturday, Mrs. Catha- 
rine Hunt brought an action against the 
Central Railway Company of Virginia for 
ten thousand dollars' damages done her 
husband, Patrick Hunt, by the company, 
whose train ran over him, causing the loss 
Of his right foot, it being shown that the 
wages of the injured man, at one dollar per 
day for twenty days in the month would 
amount to f:M0 a year, Col. Kreutzer as- 
sessed the damages at $4,000, the interest on 
which sum at six per ceut. would amount 
to that income. 

The Secretary of the Treasury holds that 
all bonds, Treasury uotes and other obliga- 
tions of the United States are exempt from 
taxation under State or municipal authori- 
ty. This is well understood to be the im- 
port of the act of Congress; but a wrong 
impression having been created in some 
quarters from unauthorized statements of a 
semi-official character, the Secretary deems 
it proper to reiterate this well known pro- 
vision of the law. 

Advices from Rio Janeiro state that Pro- 
fessor Agassiz is delivering a course of lec- 
tures on geology, and the desire to hear him 
is so great that hundreds are uighHy disap- 
pointed in endeavoring to gain admittance 
to the lecture room. The Professor has 
every reason to be pleased with his visit to 
Brazil, and will not set out for the Amazon 
for a month or two. A steamer has been 
placed at his disposal to visit the coast, and 
every facility will be given for visitin, 
interior. 

Now and Then.— In speaking of the 
miraculous change which has occurred both 
as to national experience and national pros- 
pects since the dog-days of last year, the 
New York Times says: "Midsummer of 
'«>! was tumultuous the whole country over, 
from Mary laud to Mexico. Midsummer of 
'04 fonnd public affairs in all the heat, but 
with Dime of the lauguor which character- 
ized the phisic.il season. Midsummer of 
'tis finds them tranquil aud dull, oppressed 
by summer's lassitude, but not kindled 
with its fervor." A skirmish, which passed 
unuotioed then, would furnish the theme 
for columns of newspaper description at 
the present time.

Attempted Est ape and Frightful Death 
of a Madman. 

(From th« N rtlmmptoD (San.) Gazeth-, July 2J ] 
A fearful tragedy oc urreit at the hospital 
last Friday. At about ten o'clock the night 
previous an Irishman, large, stout, and 
desperatelj* crazy, crawled through the 
ventilator iu his room in one of the rear 
two-story buildings, and reached the roof, 
where he established himse:f, and bade de- 
fiance to all the world. He was soon dis- 
covered, and every effort that the ingenuity 
of the superintendent and his associates 
could invent was made to induce him to 
come down, but without avail. A hole was 
cut Iu the roor, but with pieces of slate 
which he tore from the roof, the madman 
beat back all who attempted to approach 
him. The roof is quite steep, but the crasy 
man would run all over it, even along the 
eves, without fear and with perfect impu- 
nity. No sane person could possibly ac- 
complish what he did. He declared he 
would never com? down alive, and would 
kill any one who should come upon the 
roof. It was therefore an impossibility to 
get him safely, aud it would have been cer- 
tain death for any one to go upon the roof 
and grappie with him. 

He was perfect: "master of the situation. **i 
A watch was kept upon him during the 
night and the next forenoon. It was thought 
that Father SUliivan. the Catholic Pri*M, 
who bad previously visited him, and seem- 
ed to have considerable influence over him, 
might induce him to come down, and he 
was >ent for at Holyoke, hut being sick he 
could not attend, and sent one of his assis- 
tants; bu- before he arrived, the madman, 
at about 11 o'clock, was seized with a fit, to 
which he was subject, while sitting beside 
* chimney, and, curling ' op, rolled off, 
striking on the solid hard pan below, break- 
ing one arm aud injuring himself internal- 
ly, so that he lived ouly aboht an hour.

r, who owned eighteen miles of terri- I Perately, and it was with difficulty that he 
utong the river near Montreal, aud was secured. The ventilator through w hich 

he escaped is oval shaped, about eisht by 
twelve inches, and extended from near thl- 
topof the wall horizontally about ten inches, 
and then up to the roof.

Kentucky's Loyalty and Treatment. 

When we see the treatment of thiB State. 
w« u.ro oon*tr»inu<i m ask, what does a 
State gsin by standinK l»y th«- Qovnmsnaal 
against a rebellion? — [Democrat. 

The implication here is that Kentucky 
has gained nothing by her loyalty, and that 
the time has about oome for experimenting 
on the other side. If the counsels of the 
Democrat could prevail, the State would be 
likely to ascertain the value of loyalty 
through the contrasting pains and penal- 
ties of treason. We don't think the State 
has gained what it ought to, and might 
have gained, "by standing by the Govern- 
ment." And the reason is, that in the 
mode of its "standing" it has patterned too 
largely after the Democrat model. Had it 
adhered completely to that model, it would 
have still gained less and be now under 
a Provisional Governor. The truth is, Ken- 
tucky's loyalty— taking the State as 
• unit— hasn't been of that unequivo- 
cal character to furnish a perfect test of 
the advantages of the thing. The 
fairest' and ripest fruits are not grown 
on a scraggy and sickly tree. There has 
been so much traitor-venom in the soil ot 
Kentucky that the goodly tree of loyalty 
has been inevitably impaired in its devel- 
opment and fruitfulness. The genuine 
Union men of the State have but one com- 
plaint to make aa to "its treatment,'' and 
that is that the undisguised reltels in the 
State have been treats with a great deal 
too much leniency, and have been suffered 
through an over-stretch of national charity 
and caution, to exert an utterly unmerited 
influence over the policy controlling the ap- 
plication of national authority in the State 
In short our stay-al-bome traitors, have by 
a monstrous fiction of good-will, been al- 
lowed to pass for loyal men. By a mis 
chievous perversion of sound ortbodoxv, 
they have had Unionism "imputed" to 
them, and rcordingly their views have 
unavoidably been more or less impressed 
upon the policy of the Federal Government 
in its "treatment" of Kentucky. 

We speak more especially of past times. 
Just at present a greatly improved regime 
is >n force. The true meaning and signifi- 
cance of the captious, petulant and mulish 
opposition to the general government and 
the war. through the long agency of the past 
four years, exhibited by the dominant po i 
ticians in the State, are at last fairly'un 
derstood. The events of the late canvass 
have r laced the pretentious loyalty of Ken 
tucky "conservatism" in the full glare of 
honest daylight. Whatever of sincerity, of 
faithful devotion to the republic existed in 
the conservative ranks, took sides in this 
canvass with the policy of universal free- 
dom. The loyalty of the nation has declar. 
ed that poliey to be fundamental. It .is a 
part of the basis on which the regenerate 
republic is to be founded. And this part 
cannot, any more than the rest of the foun- 
dation, be now removed peaceably. 

Slavery cannot be restored in this coun- 
try except by the successful application of 
force and violence. Measures looking to- 
wards its restoration are therefore war 
measures, or they involve these. No man 
of average intelligence will deny this. The 
contumacious opposition to emancipation 
in Kentucky cannot by any subterfuges or 
political jugglery be made to appear as sn 
expression of Unionism. It is incompati- 
ble with the desire for a speedy and actual 
lion of peace, union, and good will 
the two great sections. It is the 
iphstic expression of regret that 
eould be made st the poll* over the defeat 
of the rebellion and the crushing of its 
"corner-stone" into powder. It is relative- 
ly hsrinlsss btwim— of iUf-bUn—, But 



the result of the election will show whether 
Kentucky "stands by the Government" 
voluntarily, or because she can't help her- 
self, can't stand anywhere ehe. In any 
esse we don't think she will be swift to 
take the hint darkly given in the above 
quotation. 

THE PROUD OLD MOTTO. 

The copperheads continue to flourish what 
they call "the proud old motto," the "Con- 
stitution as it is, and the Union as it was." 
There is much reason to suspect that they 
mean the "Constitution as it uaa, and the 
Union as it was to hsve been," if the exper- 
iment of war had only been arrested before 
the assailants of both were overwhelmed 
and dispersed. 

It is next to impossible to get anything 
specific snd definite out of these fellows. 
And equally difficult for them to see that 
the day is gone by when elections can be 
carried, and a whole nation humbugged by 
grandly sounding watchwords and mottoes, 
which the bearers thereof systematically 
deny and trample upon in their practice. 

The fuglemen of the extinct old Democ- 
racy can't yet conceive how peifectly dead 
their party is, and how totally the power 
and charm have departed from out their 
old mummeries. 

War » a fearfully earnest affair. And 
amongst other destructive results produced 
by it, is th* tearing away of the shams and 
fustian enveloping political mountebanks 
and quackery. The quack element in the 
old Democracy, which was appallingly 
large, although not predominant, has been 
desperately torn and battered by the late 
war. And as there was no genuine core to 
it of any kind, it is now in a dismally rag- 
ged and used up condition, is indeed the 
veriest scarecrow above ground. Its seem- 
ing vitality has become as much of a sham 
as everything else about it. The attempt 
to make an issue out of a vague splurging 
over the "Constitution as it is and the 
Union as it was," betrays the complete sub- 
stitution of galvanism for life. When you 
ask this forlorn image what it means by 
this "proud old motto," whether it means 
the Constitution as amended, the Union 
with slavery restored, you get only a mum- 
bling ol the same old motto. 

Will the Constitution after its amend- 
ment shall be consumated be obeyed or re- 
sisted? Will the Union, purged of the 
deadly virus of slavery, be accepted or re- 
jecteo? Sham Democracy has no answer; 
nor can it be coaxed or kicked inio affirm- 
ing the definite policy of laboring to pre- 
vent the purgation of the country, and 
avert the doom of slaver}'. It dare n<>t 
trust itself with explicit definitions. In 
one sense the Union will be restored as it 
was, and none but incorrigible rebels are 
opposed to such a result. But it will be in 
the sense that a patient half eaten up by a 
cancer may be restored as he was before 
the excrescence began its ravage. Such a 
restoration is not accomplished by reduc- 
ing the cancer, or assuaging its corrosions, 
but by cutting it clean out. The p itient is 
restored minus the perilous disease. 

Such will be the reconstructed Union. 
Because the institution of slavery was an 
excrescence and not an essential part of the 
living organism, it is no abuse of language 
or neglect of accuracy to say that the 
Union will be as it was. The Union as it 
was and slavery where it ought to be and 
belongs, in the pit of perdition, this is our 
motto. This revised edition of the Union 
is the only one now possible. And no par- 
ty could survive long enough to test its 
strength, based on specific opposition 
theerto. Evin Copperheadism sees this. 
And so whilst pretending to make an issue 
on this point in general terms, it dare not 
diMinclly assume the position that slavery 
shall be "as it was." Yet without this its 
proud old motto is as destitute of signifi- 
cance a- it is of sincerity.

ttlRDER IN JEFFEES0NV1LLE! 



TWO MEN MUIIDERED! 



Between eight and nine o'clock Sunday 
night as the train was leaving Jeffersou- 
ville for Indianapolis, the engineer discov- 
ered about a half mile from the depot the 
body of a man lying on the track, loo late 
however to stop, and the entire train passed 
over the body, mangling it horribly. The 
body however was recognised as that ol 
Wui. Hill, of Sellersburg, Iud., and a fire- 
man on the road. Upon examination it 
was found that be had been shot through 
the head and subbed several times, and 
the murderers, to hide their crime, had laid 
him across the track to convey the idea that 
the train had killed kim. Hill had been 
home, which is only eight miles distant, and 
attempted to walk down to Jeffeisouville in 
season to go out withnis train that night. Be- 
ing well dressed and having a watch it was 
supposed that he h»d money, for which he 
was killed. About one hundred yards 
tmm the scene aud nearer the city the body 
of another man was lound brutally mur- 
dered and had also been laid across the 
track to prevent suspicion of foul play. 
He was soon recognized as B. L. Chambers, 
a discharged soldier, formerly of the Filth 
Tennessee Federal Cavalry, having only 
one arm, losing the other at the battle of 
Kessaoca, according to discharge papers 
found on his person. Their pockets had 
been rifled. 

There is near the spot where the murders 
were committed, an encampment of team- 
sters of very questionable character, and 
suspicion naturally rests there. Great in- 
dignation is felt by the people of Jefferson- 
ville, and unless something is done by the 
authorities to stop the outrages that are 
daily being committed by these despera- 
does, the citizens will take the laws in their 
own hands, and lynch the scoundrels.

Wm have news of the election from 
points in nil the Congressional Districts in 
i m state excvpi the Ninth.
